THE CIVIC SERVICE 


What the Heads of the Départments 
Now Get in Edmonton and in 
Other Cities of Western Canada— 
Increases to Take Place Here. 


The matter of salaries of the city 
officials of Edmonton for the year 1909 
is now under consideration by the 
City Council, Some weeks ago the 
Commissioners recommended an in- 
‘crease to all the heads of city depart. 
“ments, but the recommendation was 
‘laid on the table pending a report of 
the present salaries of all civic offi- 
cials. 

In fixing salaries, services rendered 
is, of course the chief consideration, 
but comparisons with salaries paid 
for a similar class is always an ele- 
ment that enters into consideration. 
In fixing the civic salaries for Edmon- 
ton it is therefore well for the rate- 
payers and the council to be informed 
as to what is paid in other cities of 
the west for similar work. By the 
courtesy of city clerks in a number of 
western cities the Bulletin is able to 
make an interesting comparison:

FEWER IN PENITENTIARIES. 


Fifteen Less*Serving Sentence 
Year Than Year Previous. 


Last 


Ottawa, Ont,, January 25.—The Jus- 
tice report for the last fiscal year has 
appeared, It shows a slight falling 
off in the penitentiary population of 
Canada; the number serving. sentence 
last year was 1,418, a decrease of fif- 
teen, There were 215 prisoners re- 
leased on parole during the year, cov- 
ered by the report, twenty prisoners 
were pardoned, and six in British Co- 
lumbia eseaped. It is stated the es- 
capes were due to lack of discipline 
and disregard of prison regulations. 

The report notes that the propostion 
of youthful prisoners is greater in the 
east than in the west. Convicts under 
twenty years of age form 19 per ceut 
of the population of Dorchester, 17 
per cent at St. Vineent de Paul, and 
in Manitoba only three per cent, This 
may be attributed to the poliey of the 
judges in not sending youths to the 
penitentiary in the West. 

Sixty per cent of all the convicts 
are Canadian born, 16 per cent  Brit- 
ish and 10 per cent from the United 
States. The greatest increase has 
been in the case of Italian convicts. 

Six hundred and ninety-one of the 
convicts profess adhesion to the Ro- 
man Catholic church, 319 to the 
Church of England, 151 Methodist, 144 
Presbyterian, 66 Baptist, 43 Lutheran, 
17 Buddhist, 8 Jews and two Mormons 
and twenty unclassified.

Foster Predicts Severe Storms and 
Rising Temocrature For Balance 
of Month, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—Last 
bulletin gave forecasts of disturbance 
to cross continent 18 to 22, warm wave 
17 to 21, cool wave 20 to 24. This dis- 
turbance was expected to cause warm 
weather in lower Mississippi valleys. 
a cold wave and blizzard in northern 
states and Canada, causing very low 
temperatures north of parallel 40 

Next disturbance will reach Pacific 
coast about 22, cross Pacific slope by 
close to 23, great central valleys 24 to 
26, eastern states 27. Warm wav:

This disturbance 
will cause high temperatures, a great 
rise from the low temperatures pre- 
ceding and the cool wave following 
will not bring very cold weather nox 
much precipitation.
